->no day with a bunker hero and myself, and 
expressed regret that ho could not go. Tho 
ranker asked him why, and ho confessed that 
10 hadn't any money. Tho banker said ho 
would loan him $500, and Garfleld's face lit 
up with pleasure as ho asked when bo could 
>ave the money. Tho banker, who knew his 
weakness, said ho wouldn't give it to hi.ii, 
or if ho did ho wouldn't havo auy by tho 
ifflo the train should start, but bo agreed to 
give it to mo, with the understanding that I 
hould give the general $250 after he got on 
he train and take tho other $250 to Mrs. 
Garfleld to keep her while ho was gone. Ho 
agreed to tho terms, and I faithfully curried 
them out"—Washington Star.

havo Interviewed several of tho convicts at 
Singling nnd at tho New Jersey state prison, 
in Trenton, on tho subject of tho Whitachapol 
murders. 


At Slug Sing Arthur Williamson, n bright 


young fellow who is doing a flvo y.iuii' term 
for burglary, was tho first mnn seon. Ho 
had heard of tho murders, and his (list con- 
clusion was that tho man who ei.mmittul 
them is undoubtedly crazy. 


"Either ho has Iwen deceived by a. woman," 


said Williamson, "or ho lias iwplvml l>y as- 
sociation with them some deep physical In- 
jury. Ho is probably ono of tho lilghorelnss 
of people, perlmpi a medical students lie 'a 
not of tho Whltocbapel folks, but mubt bo 
looked for outside." 


Charles A. Clark, a forger with a sentence 


of four years and eight months, was a very 
intelligent Englishman, nnd almost lind a 
map of Wli i'.cclmpel in his head. Ho spoke of 
tho favorable nature of that district, with its 
count loss courts and alloys, for tho commis- 
sion and concealment of crimes like thoso. 


"K tho murderer is caught I am Inclined 


to think it will bo by accident," said Clark. 


THINKS UK IS A MEDICAL STUDENT. 


George Ed wards, also an Englishman nnd 


a forger, said tho murderer was undoubtedly 
n crank. Probably ho had been a medical 
student, as his work was ilono so skillfully, 
and ho had allowed his studies to lend him 
tho wrong way. Ho was proliably affected 
by association with tho class of womeuwhom 
ho now peeks to remove. Edwards did not 
beliovo the murderer would stop when bo got 
fifteen victims. Ho would probably keep 
right on. Such n series of crimes would 
hardly be possible under tho American do- 
tectlvo system, but wore undoubtedly aided 
in London by the nature of the locality. 


"An officer In woman's clothing might bo 


nblo to do something," suggested Edwards, 
"if ho could play his part well." 


John Dean is n ruggedly built follow serv- 


ing out n. twenty years' term for manslaugh- 
ter, lie is an Englishman and has boon a 
sailor. 


"Sly first thought abont thoso murders," 


said ho, "was that they might have been tho 
work of a revengeful -Malay sailor who had 
TKJCII cheated by ono of tlieso women nnd" 
took short voyages between tho crimes to 
elude suspicion. Tho objection to that con- 
clusion is that some of tho other women 
would havo known of tliocheating. <">d would 
not havo kept still nbout it. Hut tho final 
conclusion that I havo been forced to is that 
tho murderer, from some cause, is a maniao 
on that subject—n fanatic. It is ea«y enough 
for him tocludo the poMce in that locality; 
even if bo wero covered with blood, it would 
bo nothing unusual, for there aro slaughter 
bouses near, nnd I myself, havo seen a man 
with n bloody knlfo held in hb mouth run 
out to get a pail of beer and then hurry 
back." 


Cruel Children. 


In tho gradual development thcro Is al- 


ways a sense of pleasure in tho excrciso of 
power, but this pleasuro has to be subordi- 
nated to tho good of society; and this is OHO 
of tho first necessary steps to successful social 
growth. 
So the young boy who is, even 


among us, moro frequently cruel than sym- 
pathetic, may go through a period of biiy- 
ing, etc. ,to become a refined and sympathetic 
man, full of generous impulses. I say this Is 
tho ordinary method, but, as might bo ex- 
pected, some boyii never become kindly, and 
some, instead, grow from cruel to brutal, and 
cud as social ]>ests. 
It supposed that thu 


lower animal, especially the carnivora, am 
pleased with tho torture they cause, but I 
doubt if this is the only interpretation of the 
treatment of tho mouse by tho cat and of his 
victim by the lion. 


Thcro aro children who inflict torturo on 


every kind of living thing. Thus I have 
known a child of tender years begin by pull- 
ing off the wings of flies, then proceed to 
bake frogs, and next to take birds and tore 
out their eyes, and later still try to injure 
any child who might fall into his power. I 
have known such children kick cats and dogs 
to death, or set light to them, or pour boiling 
water over thorn, the fiendish pleasure being 
increased if the youug of tho animals were 
thus reduced to starvation. Tho morally un- 
developed child has been pointed out to mo 
by several devout friends as a proof of tho 
existence of the devil as well as of the truth 
of tho doctrine of original sin, nnd I own 
their actions go far to satisfy thoso who seek 
such support. I do not know of any ago at 
which this brutality may not develop, as I 
havo seen brutes of this nature as youug as 4. 
In ono such the Vico aud cunning wero ex- 
tremo, that though many evil and cruel 
deeds were done tho culprit was long undis- 
covered. Another most serious trait is that 
these morally insane children will make falso 
accusations, and will even destroy their 
clothes and produce the appearance of injury 
to support tales of assault and robbery.—Tho 
Fortnightly Review. 


Any Ono Can Playjtho Piano with It. '

extraordinary in his character nnd deeds, 
will require most extraordinary means for 
his capturo.

Libbio Qarrabandt, who, when n young 


woman, poisoned her old husband to accept 
the love of a younger man, and who hoi In 
ronseqnonco Bixnit tho best years of her lifo 
in prison, did not seem disposed to discuss 
tho Whitcchnpol murders. She said It mado 
her shudder to hear of such horrible crimes. 
Sho believed no ono but a lunatic could bo 
tho guilty man. 


AN EX-POLICEMAN'S VIEW. 


John Nugent, formerly a Now York police- 


man and who is supposed to havo been con- 
cerned in tho well remembered Manhattan 
bank robbery, but who is serving a term hero 
for n different offense, knew moro of tho 
I/ondoii murders than any of the other con- 
victs. 


Tint Is accounted for by tho fact that Nu- 


gent is ono of tho clerks of the prison library, 
and, therefore, has more facility for learning 
tho news ef tho outside world. 


"I doutt very much," said ho, "whether it 


is tl|o ono man that is committing all thoso 
imMera. I don't believe ono man could fol- 
low it up so long and not be discovered. I 
think there is a band of them, who for somo 
doviish purpose of their own have pledged 
themselves to each slay ono or two of thoso 
w omen of the street. 


"Either that, or else several men of fiend- 


ish souls are acting independently of each 
other and unknown to each other, ono hav- 
ing taken inspiration from the deed of an- 
other."

Ituwlui Railway Traffic. 


The railways in Russia havo participated In 


tho general improvement In tho trade of that 
country. According to a report from the 
British embassy in St. Petersburg, which baa 
just been issued by the foreign office, a great 
Increase has taken place during the first half 
of the p.resent year, both in tho number of 
passengers and the amount of good* carried 
—tho increase in the former l«lng nearly 
500,000 and in the latter 143,000,000 poodg 
ovor the figures for tho corresponding period 
of lost year. Tho net receipts were on toe 
average £500 per vcrst In 1888, against £470 
in 1887. As might bo expected, tho purely 
strategical lines pay tho wont Mr. Daring, 
the author of the report, gives table» con- 
taining the figures of all toe railways of 
Russia, relating to length, total traffic, 
traffic per verst, and comparison with 1887. 
There are three of those tables, the flrtt con- 
taining tho statistic* of tho twenty-two line* 
in which tho receipts per vent are above the 
overage, the socond those of the nineteen 
linos in which tho receipt) aro below the 
average, but above the ha|f of It, and the 
third those of the twenty lines in which the 
receipts aro below half tho average. —London 
Times.

TO REFORM BAD URCHINS. 


rile Syitem of Ilaclnc Them In Contact 


irltli Adult Wrong Doer* I>unn* [Them 
for All Time—An Appeal to tho Offi- 
cial*. 


Your editorial of the Oth Inst. on "A House 


nf Dct'-ntion for Children Accused of Crime" 
touch* <* a most important point, I might sny 
n vital one. Certainly it in thnt to tUo chil- 
dren luomgclves. There are now in the boys' 
ward -jf C<»oU county jail twenty-four lads 
rantcirj fromOtolT years old—bright, ac- 
tive, Iml children. Homo of them claim to 
bo in on suspicion, others aro Luld OH wit- 
nesses; tut all aro promiscuously huddled to- 
gether. Brazen, self confessed thieves talk 
and whisper with the new comer who seems 
asharrj'jd and sorrowful; but how long will 
that lust iu such company? These under- 
gradu ites for tho penitentiary aro busy work- 
ers, faithful In their vilo teachings; many a 
time Las u larger boy pointed out a smaller 
one ai)d said; 


"Tint feller got rne in here." 
Lasl week a boy told me with quite a de- 


gree of pride that ho had spent sixty houra 
in tho dungeon *'Causo ho was so bad," and 
tho boys around him looked admiringly at 
him. 


Muuyof these luds nro thoro by inherit- 


ance. Thoir fathers and mothers were and 
aro C'iminula. They have inherited their 
crimii al tendencies Just ns much as they 
have tlicir physical peculiar!tit's. Others are 
thero through associating ut night with 
groups of good and bad mixed, and it is tho 
good who always suffer \iy this association. 


HARDLY MOKE THAN UAUEH. 


Many little fellows aro brought in so small 


that their toes cannot touch tho floor while 
sitting on-tho benches, and oro kept In jail 
until called before tho grand jury or a judgo, 
when, after a kind but earnest reprimand, if 
It is their first ofFenso, they ore dismissed 
with n warning of what will happen "next 
time." All this has taken weeks, as the 
'•luw'i. delays" are proverbial, and these boys 
have during this time been in jail. They 
have teen, heard acd learned that which in 
such boys will never lio forgotten. Some 
men ore in tho boysMvurd, and a boy of 17 
has le.vs shame as a wicked teacher than a 
man lias, and tho boys aro put into cells two 
by tw>, so that night and duy tho work of 
corruption goes on. 


Binco 1883 thoro bos been a school held In 


this ward, at first one session, and after a 
timotwo every day, but now only one, and 
that in tho morning. The teacher endeavored 
to train, flrst of all, their moral nature. 
Much time is spent in that direction, and tho 
singing of Gospel hymns is a great delight to 
tlio b'>ys. Then reading, spelling, writing 
nad arithmetic aro as thoroughly taught as 
the short time will permit. These boys chew 
tobacco like veterans and smoke cheap cigar- 
ettes till tho air is blue and chokiug, but 
when tho teacher opens her school with n 
pleasant "Good morning, boys," hats ore 
taken off, tobacco is pushed in a great lump 
into the cheek, cigarettes aro pocketed and a 
general attempt is made to "straighten up" 
and appear a little better, which shows thut 
some :vlt respect is left. 


AI'PALLIKO STATISTICS. 


Sinro 18S3 thero have been 4,020 boys in 


this ward of the Cook County jail, many of 
them, I am sorry to say, for the third and 
fourth time, so that their faces havo become 
quite familiar, and they rccogniyo the teacher 
us an old friend. Iu this state, according to 
tho laiest census, there aro 8,270 minors in 
prison, TO3 of these being between tho ages 
of 13 ,-ind 15 years. Tliedo figures do not in- 
clude those who are temporarily in tho vari- 
ous Jails of tho state. Tho superintendent 
of the State Reform school at Pontiae says 
thnt fully 00 per conk of tho boys who get 
into trouble are within tho pale of hope, a 
fact that certainly affords stimulus to earn- 
est effort in their behalf. 


Let it be remembered that a bojT who is 


put in jail is corrupted, depraved, aucl in- 
jured for life—hero and hereafter. 
Is ho 


helped by being sent to tho reform school? 
A thousand times no! There, instead of 
forty or fifty boys, thoro are hundreds. 
Cook Bounty alono has over 100 all of tho 
timo. Thojlowest light In which one can 
survey this frightful question is that of econ- 
omy, 
uud to the tax payer let me appeal. 


N A DETENTION SCHOOL. 


It c< sts a great deal more money to carry 


a boy through tho jail, to the reform school, 
to the penitentiary, and perhaps to tho scaf- 
fold than it does to save him from such a 
fate. If n building, or rooms, with tho no- 
cobsary locks and keys, and I must add bars 
also, but called "Tho Detention Manual 
Training school" of Cook county, wore to be 
furnished by tho county and well equipped in 
an inexpensive manner, so that these boys 
could be taught not only the simple but 
necessiiry English branches with this same 
moral training In a wise and brief manner 
and could at the same time learn a trade or 
part of a trade, so that on getting out they 
would not be obliged to steal to get some- 
thing to eat and to wear, it would not oidy 
save many of them from a life of crime, but 
also be a financial saving to tho county. 
Many of them havo no homes, oven of the 
poorest and meanest kind, and what place is 
open to them but their old haunts, and with 
them (heir old comrades! A trado of some 
kind is what is needed, for these boys are 
btisy, .ictive fellows, and aro not unwilling 
to work. 


If the county will help mo in this matter 


tho daily morning school shall cost them 
nothing. Wo have carried it on through all 
these years, and will continue to do so. This 
question is so important, relating as it does 
to tho futnro men and women of tho city, 
that I am sure of a kiud consideration from 
tho thinking and wise people of Chicago.— 
Adelaide B. Groves in Chicago Tribune.

Knokc had lately found traces of old Uoman 
plank roads on tho moor between Mohrholz 
and Bragcl, not far from Diepholz, in lower 
Hanover, invited that gentleman to fully in- 
vestigate tho matter. He has just completed 
tho task. He was able to traco the linos of 
two parallel plank roads right across the 
moor, presenting all those distinctive feat- 
ures which aro found in Roman works of 
this kind. One of them shows evident signs 
of having been demolished by force, the 
boards, which were originally fastened with 
pegs to tho bearers, having been violently 
torn away and buried in the bog to the right 
and left of tho track. 


The other road seems to havo fallen into 


dway, but thero aro signs of repairs executed 
e»en during the Roman period; for in places 
boards havo been found fastened over tho 
original planks, the fashion of both being the 
same. Those repairs seem to havo been car- 
ried C'Ut hastily, for In one place a mallet, 
employed probably to drive homo the pegs, 
was found on the track, forgotten, no doubt, 
by tho workmen. The local archaeologists 
feel assured that they have here tho poutes 
longi which were used A. D. 15 by the Roman 
commander A. Cax-iua in his retreat from 
Germany to the Ems.—Scientific American.

GOOD UNDER ORDERS, BUT A DUM- 


MY UNDER RESPONSIBILITY. 


The London I'oUceiaan V. oiulerfnlly Civil 


•n-1 Naturally Obliging—Anecdote! of 
the Force—Something In a Name—Timid- 
ity and Indecision. 


The London policeman is by no means a 


bad sort of fellow. On tbe contrary, he is 
wonderfully civil and obliging, and his 
natural desire to please Is stimulated by a 
small "tip." Every stranger-who visits Lon- 
don will carry away with him grateful recol- 
lections of the kindness and courtesy of Lon- 
don policemen in showing him how to find 
his way through the intricate thoroughfares 
of that great human hive. 


The system employed by those who control 


tbe London police makes of them machines. 
Implicit obedience to their superiors is tho 
ideal of excellence. It is their business to 
obey, not to think. Give a London police- 
man orders and he will obey them to tho 
letter. Bub put him in a position where he 
has to suggest orders for himself, where he 
has to act on his own judgment, and the 
weight of responsibility overwhelms him. 
He becomes a dummy. He shows up worst 
just where tue New York policeman would be 
at his best. 


WAITIXO FOB "BORDERS." 


I remember once attending a political 


meeting where Leonard Courtney was to 
make an address. 
Mr. Courtney was a 


Liberal who had not gone over with Gladstone 
on the Irish question. Consequently ho was 
not loved by those who had followed Glad- 
stone's lead. When Mr. Courtney rose to 
fipeak three men, who obviously had no other 
object in view than to prevent him from 
speaking, mounted a form and at the top of 
their lungs shouted, "Turncoat! Turncoat! 
Turncoat!" Mr. Courtney couid not contend 
against their combined capacity for noise.

Tho ' London policeman is nicknamed by 


tho street urchins "bobby." "Cheese it, the 
cop!" exclaim New York gamins when inter- 
rupted by the approach of some minion of 
tho law. "Look out,'ere comes the bobby, 
boys,11 is tho language usually employed by 
mischief making London street arabs when 
a policeman looms up in their vicinity. 
Thero is a difference in these greetings, and 
tbe difference is in favor of the New York 
"cop." Tho "cop" is a much spryer individ- 
ual than tho "bobby," as tho name would 
imply. 


When tho dj'namite scare raged in London 


all the policemen were instructed to look out 
for dynamite, but they were also directed 
how to look out for it. I shall never forgot 
tho ludicrous spectacle presented at the en- 
trance to Westminster abbey one Saturday 
afternoon in consequence of theso orders. 
Saturday is a greal day for country folk to 
visit the abbey, and every man, woman and 
child among them who carried a bundle that 
afternoon was made to submit its contents to 
tho scrutiny of a policeman before being 
allowed to pass into the abbey. The spec- 
tacle of an officer of tho law exhuming greasy 
packages of sandwiches, cake and pastry 
from tao recesses of the capacious basket of 
some thrifty farmer's wife in order to dis- 
cover if there was any dyuamito there, was 
very funny. 


"You don't really expect to find any dyna- 


mito that way, do you?" I asked one of them. 


"No, sir," was the abashed reply, "1 don't; 


but hit's borders, sir, and we 'as to hobey 
them."

A HISTORY OF CKISTOL'S PHYSICIAN'S. 


IIY WII.I.IIJI K I X S K V . 


There is no record that gives any account 


of the nimcs of Ihe first, physicians who 
practiced medicine iu Itristol. 
I liavc heard 


my grandparents, 
who were amongst the 


early settlers, speak of Dr. John Abraham 
do Nor 
ndic practicing ifi their early ilavs, 


and 
baiil 
be was their family physician. 


They spoke of him as a man of distinguish- 
ed ability. 
Ho emigrated with his father 


froindeuera, in the year ITUli, and settled 
in Hristol. 
They were descendants of a dis- 


tinguished family in France, and being Hu- 
guenots lied to America to escape pcrsecu 


wi.eks, the Doctor's practice extended int. 
Ihe townships of Beiisalem, 
Aliddletown 


falls, Morrisville and liristol. 
Groat was 


the joy of the people .when the epidemic 
passed away, the cause of which was rievct 
satisfactorily accounted for. 
The Doctor 


made us many as sixty visits in twenty-four 
hours. 
He was frequently called upon to 


consult, with physicians in extreme cases. 
lie was positive in his convictions, and had 
no sympathy with any man who practiced 
medicine under any other diploma than that 
issued by the Faculty of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 
Ho held many offices of 


honor and trust in the borough and under 
Ihe General Government, succeeded in secur- 
ing a large amount of propel ly Iroin his 
pi.iclice, and died in 18ol in the "2d year 
of his a;a', greatly lamented. The Doctor 
treated a case during his piacticc that gave 
him great prominence in the higher circles 
ol society. Joseph lioimparte, the brother 
of Ihe great Napoleon, who possessed suc- 
cessively the crowns of Naples and Spain,

living in his splendid mansion at 


Point Jireiv.c, N J., in making a visit to his

Dr. Win. Hewstoii practiced 
previous to 


the Revolutionary war, removed to Phila- 
delphia, and became one of (be prominent 
physicians of the city. 


Dr. Joseph P. Miuick practiced as early as 


1770. 
He was the founder of the Bath 


Springs, and built the large bath house in 
1807 for tbe accommodation of his patients 
who came from all parts of the country for 
the benefit of the chalybeate water, which 
in that day was considered the best for cur- 
ing diseases of any mineral water that had 
yet been discovered in the country. 
Bristol 


in that day became a great resort for inva- 
lids from nil parts (even from the West In- 
dies), who professed to have been cured by 
tho use of tho waters. 
The Doctor sold the 


property and removed to Ohio. 


Dr. Amos Gregg catnc to Bristol from Mid- 


dlclown previous to the year 1800. 
He was 


considered » reliable physician and had an 
extensive and successful practice. 
He built 


the house now belonging to R. Trudgon, iu 
Mill street, which was then the largest and 
finest mansion in the borough. 
Ho was 


several times elected to the office of Council- 
man and Cuicf Burgess, and filled many 
offices 
of trust nnd responsibility. 
His 


practice amongst Friends, of which society 
he was a member, was very extensive. 
He 


died in 1817, having accumulated a large 
amount of properly. 


Dr. John S. Mitchell studied medicine un- 


der Dr. Wilson of Buckingham; came to 
Bristol in 1H17, married a Bristol lady and 
practiced about a year, and then moved to 
Huluieville, where he had a large practice. 
He was frequently called upon to consult 
with physicians in the neighborhood in ei- 
treme and dangerous cases. He was looked 
upon as a man of more than ordinary abili- 
ties; though slow in his movements he was 
generally successful in his practice. In 1840 
be moved to Cape May county, N. J., and 
shortly after died there. 


Dr. Henry Desborough came to Bristol 


'roin Philadelphia about the year 1800. He 
brought testimonials from the Humane Soci- 
ety of having restored to life a boy who was 
drowned in the Schuylkill after being in the 
water three quarters of an hour. He was a 
man of fine appearance nnd of excellent ele- 
mentary education, was considered the best 
surgeon in the county and had nearly all Ihe 
>ractice in that line. He was fond of good 
horses, kept a pack of hounds, and was 
prominent in tho sports of his day. He was 


friend, Major Lenox, residing in liristol, 
was accidentally thrown from his carriage 
opposite tbe Contes1 farm (now D. LamHeth 
& Sons ), and was .seriously injured. 
The 


Doctor had boon visiting his patients near 
Tullytown, and returning lie overlook the 
ex-King who was sitting by the roadside un- 
able to arise, 
lie lifted him into his buygy 


and drove to the Delaware House. 
Under 


the Doctor's treatment he recovered so as to 
blile to return home the same evening. 
A 


day or two afterwards the Doctor received a, 
letter from the Count in which was enclosed 
a SI00 note, with thanks for the kindness he 
bad received. 
Shortly after another remem- 


brance came—a beautiful steel engraved 
likeness- of the great Napoleon, handsomely 
framed, which is now in the possession of 
one of tbe Doctor's grandchildren. 


Dr. Henry I.ippiucolt came to 
liristol 


about the year 18:i«. 
He taught school in 


the Friends' Meeting Home a year or more, 
and then commenced the study of medicine 
with Dr. John Phillips. 
After graduating 


he remained iu lirMol a short lime, then re- 
moved to Fallsington, where, after many 
years of successful practice, lie died. 


Dr. Sommors came to liristol in 1823 from 


Philadelphia, to attend the patients of Dr. 
Desliorough, who was taken sick and died 
in September of that year. 
Shortly after he 


bought the properly occupied by Dr. Des- 
borongli and commenced practice. 
Although 


considered a good physician he did not suc- 
ceed, and after a residence of five or bix years 
ri'lurncd to Philadelphia. 


Dr. Samuel McOlellan came to Bristol in 


182-1. 
He precliced here about two years 


and 
returned to Philadelphia, where he 


built up a good practice. 
He was greatly 


admired for the genial manner iu which he 
met his patrons. 
Ho died in the prime of 


life, leaving a large circle of friends to 
mourn Ihe loss of a young man who bid fair 
to be a valuable acquisition to the medical 
fraternity. 
He was a brother of the widely 


known and celebrated surgeon George B. 
McClelbui. 
During his short stay in Bris- 


tol he had a case of accidental shoolinb 
which the physicians said was very skilfully 
and successfully managed. A guard on one 
of the mail coaches between 
Philadelphia 


and New York, in dismounting from his seat 
accidentally discharged his pistol, one ball 
entering his face below the eye and the other 
his -neck. 
The Doctor extracted the ball 


from the neck and the man recovered. Some 
three years later the ball that entered bis 
face was taken out of his throat. 


Dr. Edward Swain was tho son ot Benja- 


min Swain, whose ancestors were among 
the early settlers of the county. He studied

medicine with Dr. Phillips, graduated in 
1833, commenced practice shortly after, be- 
came popular, and was generally successful 
in the treatment of his patients. But he, 
like a great many young men of promise, 
was suddenly cut off in the midst of life. 
On the 4th day of July, 1839, he accepted 
an invitation to take an excursion to Phila- 
delphia 
on the 
steamboat 
Burlington. 


Shortly after the boat left Burlington she 
was run into by the steamer Pilot Boy. The 
Doctor being in a side room at the time was 
crushed to death and fell into the river. 
It 


was many days before his body was recov- 
ered. Thus died a young man of bright 
prospects, leaving a widow and three child- 
ren to mourn the loss of a kind husband 
and affectionate father.

His Feats of Strength Are Almost ag 
Wonderful an Those of tlio Stan of OlilMi 
Times. 


Wbon James Wilson, tho expansionist, was 


described in tticwj columns a few wcoks ago 
It was believed liytLe medical f mtcrnity and 
by all who saw Mr. \Vilson in his wonderful 
performances Umt no oilier man on the face of 
tho eartb possessed such st--en£*th. But Tho 
Evening 8uu'!> freak hunter has been prowl- 
ing about town for a fortnight, seeking a 
parallel for Wilson, and yesterday found 
him. Tho new mall's namo is Charles II. 
Sampson. Ho is i!0 years of ago, of medium 
build and Lc-ight, not a man \i ho would tit* 
pichod out OH u giant in strength, but a 
quiot, ordinary looking pursou, 


Mr. Wilson broke great trunk straps 0110 


at a time. Mr. (Sampson brealis three of tho 
samo straps at once. Mr. Wilson broko nino 
steol wire cablesof|uigtitstrandseaoh,with tbo 
power of his cliOst. Mr. Sampson broke in tho 
presence of the reporter TSi tliiekncssesof the 
same steel wirecablu, or, in all, 1,000 strands. 
Ho \viuit still further and broke a steel trace 
chain, such as are in use on truck harness, 
fastening it about bis chest and bursting its 
links like so much glass. The same chain, 
link by link, ho deliberately pulls in two 
with his bands. Gas pipe an inch in diameter 
lie bends into elbows by striking tho length 
of the pipe across his left arm. 
Ho has suc- 


cessfully pulled in tug of war against twelvo 
btrong men. 


Tho reporter obtained an interview with 


Mr. Sampson in a private room in an uptown 
residence. The name of the man is at onco 
looked upon as an assumed one, for tho very 
reason that it fits his profession so well. 
Nevertheless his truo name is Sampson. 


Charles O. Sampson was born on the 10th 


of April, IKi'J, in Baden, Germany, and is, 
therefore, almost 30 years of age. He came 
to America only a short timo since, after 
having traveled all over Europe exhibiting 
Ins strength. 


&XAITINO THE STEEL CHAINS. 


Selecting a piece of steel chain about three 


feet long, Mr. Sampson forced open one of 
the links und formed a ring of the chain, just 
largo enough to fit over tho biceps muscle of 
the arm. A secoh'd chain was formed in the 
same manner and carefully fitted. Wheu 
the arm was allowed to hang loosely at the 
side, these chains wero found to fit snugly 
lid-jut tho biceps. Then Mr. Sampson's fingers 
began to twitch and close spasmodically, tbo 
muscles and tendons of his arm slowly 
swelled and increased in size, liis forearm 
was carefully carried upward and as tho 
elbow crooked tbo strain upon the chains bo- 
came tremendous. Tho arm was further 
bent, when tlicro was a sharp snap, a piece 
of each chain flow to tlio coiling, and tho 
chains dropped to the floor, broken squarely 
in two, Thero was no "fake" about it. It 
••«•. u gumiuo feat in strength, which no 
other man, so far as is known, has ever ac- 
complished. Tho chain is made from steel, 
three-sixteenths of an inch thick, and formed 
in double links an inch niid a half long. The 
tfiisik' strength is estimated at about 4,000 
pounds. Sir. Sampson says it does not in- 
c'tmvenieiiei.' him in tho least to break them, 
mill lie apparently docs it with as much ease 
its if bending his arm with nothing on it 
lit nil. 


Taking mi a roll of tho small steel wire 


cable previously referred to, Mr, Sampson 
made a belt of it, containing 11'5 lengths of 
tlio cable, winch lie wrapped around his 
chest. "1 don't propose to break this cable 
by expansion," he said, "for I have but very 
hltlo chest expansion. You will notice, liow- 
t'VL'f, that tho muscles 111 my back and sides 
nre woiulerlully developed. 
By swelling 


them n,) I accomplish the same result Mr. 
Wilson doe» with bid wonderful lungs." A 
quick tu'is-t of his body, a sudden swelling 
of all the muscles of his chest, buck and 
shoulders, a strain on tho cable and it parted 
«ith a metallic simp, in less than thrra 
seconds from the time bo began. 


A CONTEST WITH FOURTEEN* MEN. 


"In St. Petersburg," said Mr. Sampson, 


"I had a largo ring made from inch iron. 
Tho ring was 8 feet in diameter. I stood in 
the middle of it and fourteen strong men had 
hold of the ring. They tried to push mo or 
move me out of a certain limit marked on 
the floor, but could not. I can and will 
withstand tho combined strength of any 
eight meu you havo in this city, not barring 
Sullivan, Mitchell, or any one else." 


In 1678 Mr. Sampson started on a tour of 


the continent and was seen by many royal 
patrons of manly sport, lie has received 
fULy-ono decorations and medals for bis 
prowess, of whicli forty -eight are from royal 
donors. 
Homo of them are magnificent 


specimens of lino handiwork on gold. 


On Aug. 10, 1ST8, Mr. Sampson engaged to 


slny a steer with his fist. Tbo feat was per- 
formed with a single blow in tlio presence of 
l^iuperor \Vilhcliu and 
Emperor Francis 


Jo-.iph. IIo wears a handsome decoration 
co'iunemoratmg that event. 


Tins feat of skill and strength was re- 


peated at Ems, Germany; St. Petersburg and 
runs, Mr. Sampson striking but a single 
blow upon each of the occasious except tho 
last. In this case llio &lecr was running and 
hi^ aim was not true, but tho first blow 
knocked thu animal down aud a second 
crushed its skull. During his professional 
experience this Hercules has suffered broken 
arms no Icos than seventeen times. Ho does 
not attribute his great strength to any freak 
of tiaiuiv, butsa}s it is tho result of careful 
training and exercise. Ho has already been 
seen in public in Ibis city, and is the wonder 
of all who see him. —New York Evening Sun.

on both sides, and we had not carried a 
point; wo had been repulsed on every side. 
Thero was not an absolute defeat, but wo all 
felt that our orrny bad been shaken, and that 
possibly a severe, determined return attack 
by Loe's army mipht be disastrous.

How to EH'aco Tattoo TCiirUs. 


Europeans n ho have been foolish enough, 


either in youth or age, to tattoo themselves 
like Fiji Islanders, I'atagoniatis, or any other 
race of picturesque savages, may bo interest- 
ed to hear that Dr. Vnriot, of Paris, bas dis- 
covered a simple but effective method 
of removing rod or blue pictorial [devices 
from tho human skin. M. Vnriot has cm- 
bodied tho results of bis experiments in an 
elaborate treatise on tattooing in ancient 
and mod'jrn times, whicli has been sent to 
tho Paris Biological society. Further, tho 
doctor has experimented on prisoners in tho 
Central infirmary, to which ho is attached, 
and on lic^pitul patients, all of whom have, 
of course1, oil'ered themselves voluntarily for 
the operations. 


M. V'ariot lias also tested tho efficacious- 


ness of his method in removing black or 
or Lrowu beauty spots or moles from tbo skin 
of animals, and basfoundtit eminently suc- 
cessful. His modus operandi is to prick tho 
marks or spots with needles until the blood 
(lows, then to inject tannin, and finally to 
cauterize witb nitrate of silver. Very little 
income:.lenco y felt by tho person operated 
upon, unless, of course, tho marks extend 
over a largo surface. 
Tbo wounds caused by 


the pricking and cauterization become black 
for a time, then turn red, and after a month 
or so tlio parts which have been treated ore 
almost indisLinguUuable from the adjoining 
flesh.—I'ari'i Cur,

That Bring High Frit-en—1,'ncolncd Sym- 
bols of Valnr. 


"Here," said Mr. (Jeorgo IJ. Avery, "are 


four silver dollars. 
Tho date of ono is ITOj. 


The first silver dollar of the United States 
government bad only been issued tho year 
before. 
This is dated 17UO and this Jwj, 


nnd here's ono dated 1801. 


"If that dato wero 1SU4," said Sir. Avcry, 


'•the coin would be worth $2,000 or more. 
Aud hero is a Queen A:mo farthing." 


Thero was a time wlii'ii farthings of Queen 


Anno wero among the r irest of coins. It was 
the general belief that 1.1 the reign of Queen 
Anne there were but tli.-eo farthings coined, 
and that in the coinage of tho third farthing 
the die broke. Ono of these wero preserved, 
in tho king's museum as a great curiosity; 
tho second was in the British museum; tho 
third fell into the hands of an Irish gentle- 
man named Millar. Thero are somo English 
coins which fetch high prices. A gold penny 
of Henry III sold in ISoO for $050; a quarter 
Joriu of Edward III for $710; a crown pioco 
of Henry VI11 for S700. Probably tho largest 
price ever pnid for an English coin was a £5 
(piece presented by King Charles I on tho 
scaffold to Bishop Juxon, bearing the motto, 
"Floreutconcordiaregna." It wasa"pattern 
piece," never published. The British museum 
having refused it for $400, it passed into the 
liauds of a Mr. Cobb, at whoso sale it was 
bought for $1,000 for Longmans, the London 
publishers. 


"What do you think of this coin?"asks 3Ir. 


Avery. 


It Is an old coin, bearing in Greek charac- 


ters the name of Lj-simachus. 
If it is gen- 


uine it is about as ancient as a coin can bo. 
There is hardly anything known to numis- 
matists before tho silver coins of Alexander 
I, king of Macedon, whoso reign extended to 
the year 454 li. C.; and Lysiniachus, king of 
Thrace,was oncof tho inheritors of tbe empire 
of Alexander the Great. His are almost the 
first coins on which tho regal portrait ap- 
iwars. In Lord Northwick.s collection a to- 
tradrachm of Ljsmmcbus sold for $750. 


RAHE OLD HOMA\ PIECES, 


"And here," says Mr. Avery, "are three 


Roman pieces; ono of Julius Ca_-sar, ono of 
Augustus, and one of Agrippa." 


There is no reason to doubt tho authen- 


ticity of Jlr. Avcry's specimens. Concerning 
other Roman coins which ho has ho is more 
than doubtful. 


And from thei*o specimens of ancient coins 


Mr. Avcry passes to his modest collection. 
Every country is represented. 
Tho United 


States, as in honor bound, stands first. Ilero 
is a half dime of 1702. 
It has upon its ob- 


verse a female bust emblematic of Liberty. 
This is supposed to represent Martha Wash- 
ington. The coin is said to have been struck 
from Washington's private plate. It was not 
generally circulated, 
Hero is a half eaglo of 


ISOO. This is exactly similar to the half eaglo 
of 1801, which has entirely disappeared. 
It 


was in 1801 that the Bey of Tripoli declared 
war against the United States. Ships of Al- 
fiicrs, Tunis, Tripoli and Morocco captured 
American vessels and reduced their crews 
and passengers to slavery. Capt. lUinbridgo 
was sent to the Mediterranean to protect 
American commerce. 
His purser was pro- 


vided with all the half eagles of that year's 
coinage. They wero never seen again. So,

But the most re- 
markable Irish coins are tho pieces named 
"gun money," struck out of cannon melted 
down by James II before the last struggle for 
his forfeited throne. Thero is also a crown 
iu white metal with tho king on horseback. 
This last is r jare, but specimens of the "fjun 
money" are common.

men of tl-e 'constitutional currency' of 
France. It is a sou of 17U2, showing the head 
of Louis XVI, with tho inscription "La loi, 
lo roi, la nation." 


It is of bell detal, made clurins the Revo-

Tho Italian coins show tho Conqueror 
in tho flush of his conquests; tho French coin 
brings him under the shadow of Waterloo.
